_ Your Majeſty has been graciouſly pleaſed, upon our humble Applications, to order 
ſuch Materials to be laid before us, as have furniſhed us with the neceſſary Information 

upon the Particulars we have enquired into; and when we {hall have laid before Your 
Majeſty our Obſervations. and humble Advice upon this Subject, we p 


| 1 to our 
ſelves this happy Fruit from it, That if Your Majeſty's generous and good Purpoſes for 


heEnemy, or 
by any other Means, be unhappily defeated; a true Knowledge and Underſtanding of 
the paſt Conduct of the War, will be the beit Foundation for a more frugal and equal 
Management of it for the time to comm. 5 


In order to take the more perfect View of what we propoſed, and that we might 
be able to ſet the Whole before Your Majeſty in a true Light, we have thought it ne- 
ceſſary to go back to the Beginning of the War, and beg Leave to obſerve the Motives 
and Reaſons upon which his late Majeſty King William engag'd firſt in it. The Treaty 
of the Grand Alliance explains thoſe Reaſons to be for the ſupporting the Pretenſions of 
his Imperial Majeſty, then actually engaged in a War with the French King, who had 
uſurped the entire Spanith Monarchy for his Grandſon the Duke of Anjou: And for the 
aſſiſting the States-General, who by the Loſs of their Barrier againſt France, were then 
in the ſame.or a more dangerous Condition, than if they were actually invaded. As 
© theſe were the juſt and neceflary Motives fc: undertaking this War, ſo: the Ends pro- 
poſed to be obtained by it were equally Wiſe and Honourable : For as they are ſet forth 
in the Eighth Article of the ſame Treaty, they appear to have been, the Procuring an 
_ equitable and reaſonable Satisfaction to his Imperial Majeſty, and ſufficient Securities 
for the Dominions, Provinces, Navigation, and Commerce of the King of Great Britain 
and the States-General ; the Making effectual Proviſion that the two Kingdoms of 
France and Spain ſhould never be united under the ſame Government, and particu- 
larly, that the French ſhould never get into the Poſſeſſion of the Spaniſh Weſt-Indies, 
or be permitted to fail thither upon the Account of Traffick, under any Pretence what- 
ſoever; and laſtly, the Securing to the Subjects of the King of Great Britain and the 
States-General, all the ſame Privileges and Rights of Commerce throughout the whole 
Dominion of Spain, as they enjoyed before the Death of Charles the Second King of 
Spain, by Virtue of any Treaty, Agreement, Cuſtom, or any other Way whatſoever. For 
the obtaining theſe Ends, the Three confederated Powers engaged to aſſiſt one another with 
their whole Force, according to ſuch Proportions as ſhould be ſpecified in a particular 
Convention afterwards to be made for that purpoſe : We do not find that any ſuch Con- 
vention was ever ratified; but it appears, that there was an Agreement concluded, 
which by common Conſent was underſtood to be binding upon each Party reſpectively, 
and according to which the Proportions of Great Britain were from the Beginning regu- 

lated and founded: The Terms of that Agreement were, That for the Seryice at Land; 
his Imperial Majeſty ſhould furniſh Ninety Thouſand Men, the King of Great Britain 
Fourty Thouſand, and the States-General One Hundred and Two Thouſand, of which 
there were Fourty Two Thouſand intended to ſupply their Garriſons, and Sixty Thouſand 

to act againſt the Common Enemy in the Field; and with regard to the Operations of the 
War at Sea, they were agreed to be performed Jointly by Great Britain and the States- 
General; the Quota of Ships to be furniſhed for that Service, being five Fighths on the 
Part of Great Britain, and three Eighths on the Part of the States- General. 
. _ Upon this Foot the War began in the Year 1702, at which time the whole yearlx

n Charge, as it was then tho 
Your Majeſty's Subjects, after the ſhort Interval of Eaſe they had enjoyed from 
den of the former War; but yet a very moderate Proportion in Compariſon with the 
Load which hath ſince been laid upon them; for it appears, by Eſtimates given in to Your 


Commons, that the Sums neceſſary to carry on the Service for this preſent Year, in the 
fame manner as it was performed the laſt Year, amount to more than Six Millions, Nine 


Hundred and Sixty Thouſand Pounds, beſides Intereſt for the Publick Debt, and the

Hundred and Forty Three Thouſand Pounds more : So that the whole Demands upon

uneaſy to You to hear of ſo great a Preſſure as this upon them; and as we are affured it 
will fully convince Your Majeſty of the Neceſſity of our preſent Enquiry, ſo we beg 


Leave to repreſent to You from what Cauſes, and by what Steps, this immenſe Charge 
appears to have grown upon us. | | 7 


The Service at Sea, as it hath been very large and extenſive in itſelf, ſo it hath been 


carried on through the whole Courſe of the War, in a Manner highly diſadvantageous 


to Your Majeſty and Your Kingdom; for the Neceſſity of Affairs requiring, that great 
Fleets ſhould be fitted out every Year, as well for the maintaining a Superiority in the 
Mediterranean, as for oppaſing any Force which the Enemy might prepare, either at 


Dunkirk or in the Ports of Weſt-France, Your Majefty's Example and Readineſs in fitting 
out Your Proportion of Ships for all Parts of that Service, have been ſo far from prevail- 


ing with the States-General to keep pace with You, that they have been Deficient every 


Vear to a great Degree, in Proportion to what Your Majeſty hath furniſhed, ſometimes 


ly neceſſary to the Security of the States-General, and hath ſince brought them great 


tions have been departed from, and, during the Courſe of the War, have been ſinking 


\ Thouſand, Eight Hundred and Thirty Seven Men. We are not unmindfal, That in the 
Year 1703, a Treaty was made between the Two Nations, for a joint Augmentation of 


no leſs than two Thirds, and generally more than Half of their Quota. - From hence 
' Your Majeſty has been obliged, for the preventing Diſappointments in the moſt preſſing 
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Services, to ſupply thoſe Deficiencies by additional Reinforcements of Your own Ships: 
Nor hath the ſingle Increaſe of ſuch a Charge been the only ill Conſequence that attended 
it; for by this Means, the Debt of the Navy hath been inhanced, ſo that the Diſcounts 


ariſing upon the Credit of it, have affected all other Parts of the Service; from the 


fame Cauſe, Your Majeſty's Ships of War have been forced in greater Numbers to con- 


tinue in remote Seas, and at unſeaſonable Times of the Year, to the great Damage and 
Decay of the Britiſh Navy: This alſo hath been the Occaſion, that Your Majeſty hath 


been ſtreightned in Your Convoys for Trade, Your Coaſts have been expoſed for want 


ofa ſufficient Number of Cruizers to guard them, and You have been diſabled from 
annoying the Enemy in their moſt heneficial Commerce with the Weſt-Indies, from 


whence they have received thoſe vaſt Supplies of Treaſure, without which they could 
not have ſupported the Expences of this War. 


That Part of the War which hath been carried on in Flanders, was at firſt immediate- 

cquiſitions both of Revenue and Dominion: Yet, even there, the original Propor- 
by Degrees on the Part of Holland; ſo that, in this laſt Year, we find the Number in which 
they fell ſhort of their Three Fifths to Your Majeſty's Two Fifths, to have been Twenty 


Twenty Thouſand Men, wherein the Proportions were varied, and England conſented 


to take Half upon itſelf: But it having been annexed, as an expreſs Condition to the 


Grant of the ſaid Augmentation in Parliament, That the States-General ſhould prohibit 
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all Trade and Commerce with France; and that Condition having not been performed 
by them, the Commons think it reaſonable, that the firſt Rule of Three to Two 


ought to have taken Place again, as well in that as in other ſubſequent Augmentations ; 


more eſpecially when they conſider, that the Revenues of thoſe rich Provinces mes Hb 
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have heen congnered, would, if they were duly applied, maintain a great Number 48 
new additional Forces againſt the Common Enemy, notwithſtanding Which, the States 


2 General have raiſed none upon that Account, but make Uſe of thole freſh Supplies of 
5 Money, only to eaſe themſelves in the Charge of their firſt eſtabliſh'd Quota, (ts +. 
As in the Progreſs of the War in Flanders, a Difpropottion was Toon ereated, to the 
* 


Prejudice of England, ſo the very Beginning of the War in Portugal brought an une- 
qual Share of Burden upon us. For, altho the Emperor and the States-Genefal were 
equally Parties with Your Majeſty in the Treaty with the King of Portugal, yet the 
Emperor neither furniſhing his Third Part of the Troops and Subſidies: ſtipulated for, 
-  kor the Dutch conſenting to take an equal Share of His Imperial Majeſty's Defect upon 
_ themſelves, Your Majeſty hath been obliged to furniſh Two Thirds of the entire Ei- 
'ence created by that Service: Nor has the Tnequality ſtopped there; forever ſince the 
Year One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Six, when the Englith and Dutch Forces march- 
ed out of Portugal into Caſtile, the States-General have entirely abandonid the War in 
Portugal, and left Your Majeſty to proſecute it ſingly at Your own Charge, which You . 
have accordingly done, by replacing a greater Number of Troops there, than even at 
firſt You took upon You to provide. At the fame time, Your Majeſty's generous En- 
deavours for the Support and Defence ofthe King of Portugal, have been hut ill ſecond- 
ed by that Prince himſelf; for notwithitatiding that by his/Freaty he had obliged him- 
ſelf to furniſh Twelve Thoufand Foot, and Three Thouſand Horſe, upon hisown Ac- 
count, beſides Eleven Thoufand Foot, and Two”Thouſand/Horfe more, in Gonfidera- 
tion. of a Subſidy paid to Him; yet, according to the beſt Information Your Commons 
can procure, it appears, That He hath ſcarce at any Time: furniſh'd-Thirteen-Thouſand 
In Spain the War hath been yet more unequal and burdenſome to Your Majeſtv,than 
in any other Branch ofit ; for being commenced without any Treaty whatſoever, the 
Allies have almoſt wholly declined. taking any Part of it upon themſelves. A ſmall Bo- 
dy of Engliſh and Dutch Troops were ſent thither, im the Year 1705, not 4s being 
thought ſufficient to ſupport a Regular War, or to make the Conqueſt of fo large a Coun- 
try, but with a View only of aſſiſting the Spaniards to ſer King Charles upon the Throne;: - 
occaſioned by the great Aſſurances which were given of their Inclinations to the Houſe 
of Auſtria : But this Expectation failing, England was inſenſibly drawn into an'eftabliſh- / 
ed War, under all the Diſadvantages of the Diſtance of the Place, and the feeble Ef- 
forts of the other Allies. The Account we have to lay before Your Majeſty, upon this 
Head, is, That altho' this Undertaking was enter d upon at the particular and earneſt. 
Requeſt of the Imperial Court, and for a Cauſe of no lefs Importance and Concern to 
them, than the Reducing the Spaniſh Monarchy to the Houſe of Auſtria 3 yet neither the 
late Emperors, nor His preſent Imperial Majeſty, have ever had any Forces there on 
their own Account, till the laſt Year, and then only one Regiment of Foot, confifting-. 
of Two Thouſand Men. Tho' rhe States-General have contributed ſomething more to 
this Service, yet their Share alſo hath been inconſiderable; for in the Space of Four 
Fears, from 1704, to 1707, both incluſive, all the Forces they have ſent into. that 
1 Country, have not exceeded Twelve Thouſand Two Hundred Men; and from the Vear 
39 1708, to this Time, they have not ſent any Forces or Recruits whatſoever, 'To Your - 
Majeſty's Care and Charge, the Recovery of that Kingdom hath been in a Manner 
wholly left, as if none elfe were intereſted or concerned in it: And the Forces which 
Your Majeſty hath ſent into Spain, in the Space of Seven Years, from One Thouſand Se- 
ven Hundred and Five, to One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Eleven, both incluſive, 
have amounted to no leſs than Fifty Seven Thouſand Nine Hundred Seventy: Three 
Men, befides Thirteen Battalions and Eighteen Squadrons, for which Your Majefty + 
| hath paid a Subſidy to the Emperor. How great the eſtabliſhed Expence of ſuch 4 
Number of Men hath been, Your Majeſty very well knows, and Your Commons very 
ſenſibly feel: But the Weight will be found much greater, when it is conſidered how -

_ anddifficult Service; all Which have been entirely defrayed by Your Majefty, except

N ing their The Accounts delivered to 
Your Commons ſhew, That 1 of Your Majeſty's Ships and Veſſels, imployed 
in the Service of the Warin Spain and Portugal, reckon'd after the Rate of Four Pounds 
u Man per Month, fromthe Time they failed from hence, till they returned, wereloſt, 
or put upon other Services, hath amounted to Six Millions, Five Hundred and Forty 
Thouſand, Nine Hundred and Sixty Six Pounds, Fourteen Shillings. The Charge of 
Tranſports, on the Part of Great-Britain, . for carrying on the War in Spain and Portugal, 
from fhe Beginning of it till this Time, hath amounted to One Million, Three Hun- 


dred Thirty Six Thouſand, Seren Hundred and Nineteen Pounds, Nineteen Shillings, 


td ons Million, Eight Hundred and Forty Thouſand, Three Hundred Fifty Three 
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We have laid theſe ſeveral Particulars before Your Majeſty, in the ſhorteſt Manner 
we have been able; and by an Eſtimate. grounded on the preceding Facts, it does ap- 


pear, That over and above the Quota's on the Part of Great-Britain, anſwering to thoſe 


contributed by Vour Allies, more than Nineteen Millions have been expended by Your 
Majeſty during the Courſe of this War, by way of Surpluſage or Exceeding,in Ballance of 


which, none of the Confederates have furniſhed any thing whatſoever. 


It is with very great Concern, that we find fo much Occafion given us to repreſent, 
how ill an Uſe hath been made of Your Majeſty's and Your Subjects Zeal for the Com- 


mon Cauſe, that the Intereſt of that Cauſe hath not been proportionably promoted by 
it, but others only hath been eaſed at Your. Majeſty's and Your Subjects Coſt, and 


have been connived at in laying their Part of the Burden upon this Kingdom, altho' 


they have upon all Accounts been equally, and, in moſt reſpe&s, much more nearly con- 

| cern'd, chan Britain, in the Iſſue of the War. We are perſuaded, Your Majeſty will | 
think it pardonable in us, with ſome Reſentment to complain of the little. Regard. 
which ſome of thoſe, whom Your Majeſty of late Years entruſted, have ſhewn to the

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At the firſt Entrance into this War, the Commons we

in the extraordinary Manner they did, and to grant ſuch large Supplies, as had been 


unknown to former Ages, in hopes thereby to prevent the Miſchiefs ofa Lingring War, 
and to bring that, in which they were neceſſarily engaged, to a ſpeedy Concluſion: But 


they have been very unhappy in the Event, whilſt they have ſo much Reaſon to ſuſpect, 


That what was intended to ſhorten the War, hath proved the very Cauſe of its long 
Continuance ; for thoſe to whom the Profits of it have accrued, have not been diſpoſed 
eaſily to forego them : And Your Majeſty will from thence diſcern the true Reaſon, why 


ſo many have delighted in a War, which brought in ſo rich an Harveſt Yearly from

We are as far from defiring, as we know Your Majeſty will be from concluding, an 
Peace, but upon ſafe and honourable Terms; and we are far from intending to excuſe 
our ſelves from raiſing all neceſſary and poſſible Supplies for an effectual Proſecution of 
the War, till ſuch a Peace can be obtained. All that Your Faithful Commons aim at, 


All that they wiſh, is, an equal Concurrence from the other Powers engaged in Alliance 
with Your Majeſty, and a juſt Application of what hath been already gained from the 


Enemy towards promoting the Common-Cauſe. Several large Countries and Territo- 
ries have been reſtored to the Houſe of Auftria ; ſuch as the Kingdom of Naples, the 
Dutchy of Milan, and other Places in Italy: Others have been conquered, and added to 
their Dominions, as the Two Electorates of Bavaria and Cologn, the Dutchy of Mantua 

and the Biſhoprick of Liege: Theſe having been reduced in great Meaſure by our Blood 
and Treaſure, may, we humbly conceive, with great Reaſon, be claimed to come in 
Aid towards carrying on the War in Spain; And therefore we make it our earneſt Re- 
queſt to Your Majeſty, That You will give Inſtructions to Your Minifters to inſiſt with 
the Emperor, that the Revenues of thoſe ſeveral Places, excepting only ſuch a Portion 
thereof as is neceſſary for their Defence, be actually ſo applied. And as to the other 
Parts of the War, to which Your Majeſty hath obliged Yourſelf by particular Treaties 
to contribute, we humbly beſeech Your Majeſty, That You will be pleaſed to take effe- ' 
&ual Care that Your Allies do perform their Parts ſtipulated by thoſe Treaties; , And 
that Your Majeſty will, for the future, no otherwiſe furniſh Troops, or pay Subſidies, 


than in Proportion to what Your Allies ſhall actually furniſh and pay. When this 


Juſtice is done to Your Majeſty, and to Your People, there 1s nothing which Your 


Commons will not chearfully grant, towards ſupporting Your Majeſty in the Cauſe in 


which You are engaged. And whatever farther ſhall appear to be neceſſary for carry- 


ing on the War, either at Sca or Land, we will effectually enable Your Majeſty to bear 
Your reaſonable Share of any ſuch Expence, and will ſpare no Supplies which Your 


Subjects are able, with their utmoſt Efforts, to afford. 


5 After having enquired into, and conſider'd the State of the War, in which the Part 
Your Majeſty has borne appears to have been not only ſuperior to that of any one Ally, 


but even equal to that of the whole Confederacy : Your Commons naturally inclined to 


Hoße, that they ſhould find, Care had been taken of ſecuring ſome particular Adyan 
tages to Britain, in the Terms of a future Peace; ſuch as might afford a Proſpect of 


making the Nation amends in time for that immenſe Treaſure which hath been expend- 
ed, and thoſe heavy Debts which have been contracted in the Courſe of ſo long 2nd 


burdenſome a War. This reaſonable Expectation could no way have been better anſwer- 
ed, than by ſome Proviſion made for the farther Security, and the greater Improvement, 


_. ofthe Commerce of Great-Britain: But we find gur ſelves fo very far diſappointed in 


theſe Hopes? that in a Treaty not long fince concluded between Your Majeſty and the 

States-General, under Colour of a mutual Guaranty given for TwWO Points of the 

| been Importance to both Nations, the Succeſſion and the Barrier, it appears, the 
ntereſt of Great-Britain hath been not only neglected, but ſacrificed; and that 0 0 
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Articles in the ſaid Treaty are deſtructive to the Trade and Welfare of this Kingdom, * 


and therefore highly diſhonourable to your Majeſty,  ' 


Your Commons obſerve, in the firſt place, That ſeveral Towns and Places are, by 
Virtue of this Treaty, to be put into the Hands of the States-General; particularly 
Newport, Dendermond, and the Caſtle of Ghent; which can, in no Senſe, be look d upon 


as Part of a Barrier againſt France; but being the Keys of the Netherlands towards Bri- 
tain, muſt make the Trade of your Your Majeſty's Subjects in thoſe Parts precarious; and 


whenever the States think fit, totally exclude them from it. The pretended Neceſſity 


of puttiug theſe Places into the Hands of the States- General, in order to ſecure to them 


a Communication with their Barrier, muſt appear vain and groundleſs: For the So- 
vereignity ofthe Low-Countries being not to remain to an Enemy, but to a Friend and 


an Ally, that Communication muſt be always ſecure, and uninterrupted : Beſides, that 


in Caſe ofa Rupture, or an Attack, the. States have full Liberty allowed them to take 
Poſſeſſion of all the Spaniſh Netherlands, and therefore needed no particular Stipulation - 


for the Towns above-mentioned. 


Having taken Notice of thisConceffion made to the States-General for ſeizing upon the 
whole Ten Provinces, we cannot but obſerve to Your Majeſty, That in the Manner this 
Article is framed, it is another dangerous Circumſtance which attends this Treaty: For 


had ſuch a Proviſion been confined to the Caſe of an apparent Attack from France only, 


the avowed Deſign of this Treaty had been fulfilled, and Your Majefty's Inſtructions to . 
Your Ambaſſadar had been purſued : But this neceſſary Reſtriction hath been omitted; 


and the ſame Liberty is granted to the States to take Poſſeſſion of all the Netherlands, 
whenever they ſhall think themſelves attack'd by any other Neighbouring Nations, as 
when they ſhall be in Danger from France; ſo that, if it ſhould at any Time happen 
(which Your Commons. are very unwilling to ſuppoſe) that they ſhould quarrel even 


with Your Majeſty ; the Riches, Strength, and advantageous Situation of theſe Coun- 


tries may be made uſe of againſt Yourſelf, without whoſe generous and powerful Aſſi- 
ſtance they had never been conquered. 1 =

To return to thoſe ill Conſequences which relate to the Trade of Your Kingdoms, | 
we beg Leave to obſerve to Your Majeſty, That tho' this Treaty revives and renders - 
Your Majeſty a Party to the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Articles of the Treaty of Mun- 


ſter, by Virtue of which; the Impoſitions upon all Goods and Merchandizes brought 


into the Spaniſh Low-Countries by Sea, are to equal thoſe laid on Goods and Merchan- 
diz es imported by the Scheld, and the Canals of Saſs and Swyn, and other, Mouths of the 
Sea adjoining; Yet no Care is taken to preſerve that Equality upon the Exportation 
ofthoſe Goods out of the Spaniſh Provinces, into thoſe Countries and Places, which by 
_ Virtue of this Treaty are to be in the Poſſeſſion of the States. The Conſequence of 

which muſt in time be, and Your Commons are informed that in ſome Inſtances it has 


already proved to be the Caſe, that the Impoſitions upon Goods carried into thoſe 


Countries and Places by the Subjects of the States-General, will be taken off, whilſt 


' thoſe upon the Goods imported by Your Majeſty's Subjects remain; by which Means 
Great-Britain will entirely loſe this moſt beneficial Branch of Trade, which it hath been 
in all Ages poſſeſs d of, even from the Time when thoſe Countries were govern'd by. the

procuring to them any, new Advantage, molt evidently appears from his own Letters, 
| which, by Your Majeſty's Directions, have been laid before Your Commons: For 
when Matters of Advantage to Your Majeſty and to Your Kingdom had been offered as 
proper to be made Parts ofthis Treaty, they were. refuſed to be admitted by the States-1 
General, upon this Reaſon and Principle, That nothing Foreign to the Guaranties' of: 

the Succeſſion, and of the Barrier, ſhould he mingted with hem: Notw ithſtanding 
which, the States-General had no ſooner received Notice of a Treaty of Commerce 
concluded between Your Majeſty and the preſent Emperor, but they departed from the 
Rule propoſed before, and inſiſted upon the Article of which Your Commons now com- 
plain, which Article Your Majesty's Ambaſſador allowed of, altho equally Foreign to 

„the Succeſſion, or the Barrier; and altho' he had for that Reaſon enen, other 
Articles which would have been for the Service of his own Country. 3 
Me have forborn to trouble Your Majeſty with general Obſervations upon this 
Treaty, as it relates to, and affects the Empire, and other. Parts of Europe. The 
Miſchiefs which ariſe from it to Great Britain are hat only we have preſumed humbly. 
to xrepreſemt to-you. As they are very evident, and very great; And as it appears that
